W ASHINGTON (A P ) — Presi­ 
dent F.isenhower counted on pub­ 
lic support today to forestall a 
proposed billion dollar cut in for­ 
eign aid spending which he said 
would have "calamitous results " 
“ Let America speak, and this 
will not be done,” he said in a 
nationally televised appeal Mon 
day night. 
He welcomed as a “ bright de 
velopment" the Senate’s 60 25 pas­ 
sage a few hours earlier of an 
authorization bill which would cut 
only $49.400.000 from the $4.175,- 
000.000 he proposed. 
The big fight will come later, 
however. 
The 
authorization 
bill 
merely fixes ceilings for spend 
ing. TTie actual amount of money 
will be determined later in an ap­ 
propriation bill. 
"Groups strategically situated in 
Congress have proclaimed it as 
their fixed purpose to slash the 
appropriation for this mainstay of 
the free w-orld by more than a bil­ 
lion dollars,’’ Eisenhower said. 
Any drastic money rut, Fisen 
hower said, would be a crushing 
defeat in the struggle “ between 
communistic 
imperialism 
and

Eisenhower said the one major 
accomplishment of Congress thus 
far is enactment of civil rights 
legislation. 


Eisenhower said much legisla 
tion remains to be acted upon.

Ike Needles Congress To Enact His Legislative Program 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — President 
Eisenhower called on Congress to­ 
day to enact his legislative pro­ 
gram without allowing politics to 
interfere. He gave top rating to 
foreign aid and farm legislation. 


Eisenhower also told Congress 
there 
is 
need 
of 
restraint 
in new authorizations for federal 
spending. 


“ Federal 
accounts 
should 
be 
balanced with enough left over for 
a reasonable payment on the pub­ 
lic debt, on which we are already 
paying for 
interest 
alone 
more 
than nine billion dollars per year,” 
he said. 


“ ProposaU now befor* congres­ 


sional committees would, if ap 
proved, raise our annual spend 


ing by tens of billions of dollars 
in 1961 and would disrupt federal 
budgets over the next five years 
by many scores of billions.” 


“ We must resist the temptation, 
this or any year, to overspend the 
taxpayer’s 
hard-earned 
dollars 
and overcentralize responsibilities 
in the federal government,” for 
Am erica's sake, he said. 


Eisenhower said the one major 
accomplishment of Congress thus 
far is enactment of civil rights 
legislation. 


Eisenhower said much legists 
tine remains to be acted upon. 


' Too great a preoccupation with

If the im-ulin reaction is severe, 
the diabetic may become irritable. 
He mav talk thickly or laugh or 
cry without any reason. He may 
even stagger a.- though intoxicated 
and he may even lose conscious­ 
ness. 
Generally, it is easy to halt such 
reactions. 
A little carbohydrate, 
taken quickly in the form of sugar, 
will u s u a l l y alleviate the symp­ 
tom * within ten minutes or so. 
Soft drinks, orange juice or can- 
d> or crackers should be given a 
person suffering a reaction to in­ 
sulin. That’s why I have always 
urged diabetics to carry 
several 
crackers, a few lumps of sugar or 
a couple of pieces of candy with 
them at all times. 
In some instances, this treatment 
will have to be repeated. And in 
really severe cases, injection« of 
glucose may have to be administ­ 
ered by a doctor. 
Anyone with diabetes should car- 
rv a card listing special instruct­

Not eating enough, or t**n much 
physical effort, can also produce 
reaction.* 
Symptoms of insulin reaction are 
somewhat similar to those that an 
average person 
might 
experience 
when his lunch is postponed for a 
couple of hours. The victim feels 
faint, 
light-headed 
He 
trembles, 
he sweat* and, of course, he feels 
hungry. 
lf the insulin reaction is severe, 
the diabetic may become irritable. 
He may talk thickly or laugh or 
cry without any reason. 
He 
may- 
even stagger a.* though intoxicated 
and he may even lose conscious­ 
ness 
Generally, it is easy to halt such 
reactions. 
A little carbohydrate, 
taken quickly in the form of sugar, 
will u s u a I I v allev iate the symp­ 
toms within ten minutes or so.
